-Tbe Chicago papers just received 
contain fuller accounts of the meeting 
of the National League of Republican 
clubs at Cincinnati than that which 
was telegraphed acrossthe country. 
From these reports it appears that 
some very warm feeling was evoked 
between the adherents of Harrison 
and Blaine. 

The delegates to the convention rep- 
resented. more than ten thousand Re- 
publican clubs. The membership of 
the league already exceeds 1,000,000, 
so that it will be seen that any action

A MANIFEST INJUSTICE, 


There is much complaint among 
agriculturists throughout the State 
because the Legislature refused to 
submit tothe people the question as 
to whether young and unproductive 
orchards should be assessed. The 
proposition was to allow the taxpayers 
of the State to vote on a constitutional 
amendment exempting trees and vines 
from taxation for five years from the 
time of planting, at which 
they would bein bearing and bringing 
in some return to their owners, who 
would then, of course, be justly ex- 
pected to pay a tax thereon. 

It is difficult to see what valid objec- 
tions can be made to this most reason- 
able proposition. The present law re- 
quires that unpreductive orchards and 
vineyards sball be assessed at a pros- 
pective value, while bare unproductive 
land adjoining, which also has an in- 


creased prospective value but is_héld 


by a speculator and perhaps a non-res- 
ident, is assessed at a small percentage 
of the improved land. What reason is 
there in this? Ifthe man who causes 
two bladeg of grass to grow where one 
grew before isa public benefactor,is not 
the same still more true in regard to 
the man who causes fruit trees and 
vines to grow where there was pre- 
viously nothing but sagebrush? Should 
not the man who invests hia bard 
labor and hard cash in making im- 
provements be encouraged, in prefer- 
ence to him who lets his land lie un- 


productive and waits for the industry - 


and enterprise of his neighbor to give 
it incréased value? Shall we continue 
to offer inducements to men to hoard 
their money in national banks, where 
they escape taxation, or shall we en- 
courage them to aid in building up the 
State? 

This. question should be taken up 
again in the next Legislature and 
pushed to a conclusion. 


. lr is a mistake to suppose that we 
cannot grow good apples in this sec- 
tion. The exhibits of the Westminster 
country at our horticultural fairs are 
sufficient proof that we can. It is in 
the mountain regions, boweyer, that 
the best apples will be grown. On the 
top of Smith’s Mountain, in San Diego 
connty, nearly 4000 feet above the sea, 
there is a fine apple orchard of twentr- 
five acres, which, last season, bore its 
first crop and promises splendidly for 
the next. There is plenty of cheap 
mountain land to be had in Southern 
Callfornia which is well suited for the 
cultivation of apples. At 5 cents a 
pound, the average retail price in Los 
Angeles, this fruit ought to pay as well 
as oranges. Cherries might also be 
successfully grown in some of these 
mountain sections. Southern Cali- 
fornia ought not to import any of its 
fruit from the North.

A Backset for the Jackson- 
Park Strikers. 


MANY MEN RETURN TO WORK, 


And the Others afe Gloomy — Mc- 
Arthur Brothers, Contractors, 
Continuing Work and Con- 
fident of Victory. 


{Chicagwo Herald, April 22.] 

Practically the strike of the laborers 
at Jackson Park is at an end. Once 
more unorganized labor has found it- 
self unable to cope with employers 
when the authority of the law has 
stepped in to aid thelatter. When the 
bell rang for work yesterday morning 
at Jackson Park very few men re- 
sponded, and eighteen teamsters out 
of the 200 employed refused to turn 
out. They said they feared violence. 
They were told to get their time-cards 
and go about their business. The 
other teamsters started to work as 
usual. After a little time sufficient 
diggers were found to make up two 
gaugs, and amid the jeers of the strik- 
ers these men took their shovels and 
commencgd to dig. The three or four 
huodred ‘men who were idie hung 
around the camp and amused them- 
selves in various ways. <As the 
morning wore on new men will- 
ing to work began to come in. 
The étrikers did not like this, and as 
they got a little too good-humoredly 
demonstrative it was thought best to 
notify Inspector Hunt and ask for po- 
lice protection. At 10 o’clock the in- 
spector arrived at the Sixty-third street 
gate witb Captain Lloyd, Lieutenants 
Rehm and Creighton, Sergeant Qiin- 
lan and seventy-five men. Thée men 
marched up the roadway from the gate 
and halted in front of McArthur Bros.’ 
office. Inspector Hunt, who was in his 
buggy, stood up and made a little 
speech to the strikers. He said they 
should not delay World’s Fair work and 
that it would go on without any inter- 
ference. Apy man who wished to 
work would be protected while doing 
so, but those who did not intend to re- 
sume would have to leave the camp. 

MADE TO DECLARE THEMSELVES. 

He then ordered those who wished to 
work to goon the south sideof the 
road and those who did not wish to do 
so toremain on the north side. About 
400 remained on the north side of the 
road and about 100 chose to work. 
“Now,” Baid the inspector, “‘any of 
you men who are not going to work go 
and draw your pay, if you have any 
coming to you; then leave the park.”’ 

“Do you call this thing pay?” 
shouted one of the strikers, thrusting 
his time check before the inspector. 
“We can’t get full valuefor this thing;

She Addresses an Audience in 
New York. 


A Remarkable Harangue Abounding in 
Bitter Personalities, 


Ifer Attacks on Public Men Conched in 
Indecent Language, 


Many of Her Auditors Leave the, 
Hall-Others Remain to Hiss— 
The Unfortunate Lady 
Evidently Insana.

New York, April 26.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] At the close of the 
performanee at the Broadway Theatre 
tonight Anna Dickinson made her first 
public appearance since her deliver- 
ance from the insane asylum. The 
audience was not large, but welcomed 
the gifted woman with applause. She 
opened her address upon ‘Personal 
liberty” with a violent attack upon the 
Republican party, and dwelt at great 
length upon what she termed the pri- 
vate character of Mr. Wanamaker and 
J. 8. Clarkson, attributing her impris- 
onmentin the Danville asylum to 4 
conspiracy of Clarkson, Col. Dudley 
and Senator Quay. 

The personal characterizations were 
in mavy instances repugnant to de- 
cency and ladies who occupied the 
orchestra chairs arose’ with their 
escorts and left the theater. The 
countenances of the audience indi- 
cated pity and regret as they listened 
to her ramble about a visit to’ Mr. 
ilarrison at Indianapolis. She _ fre- 
quently punctuated her utterances 
with this question: ‘*Well, do you 
think I am insane?” 

The effect of her discourse did not 
sfrengthen the belief of her hearers in 
her sanity.

Some San Diego Curiousness 
Unfolded, 


INSIDE MATTERS PUT OUTSIDE. 


Water Schemes, Railroad Prolects 
and Ring Methods Ventilated by 
a “Nervy” Narrator to a 
“Times” Emissary. 


A representative of Tne Times bas 
gathered, from time to tim, the facts 
in the following statement made bya 
well-informed resident of the ambi- 
tious but fettered city lying tothe 
southward. 

Said the narrator: 

“It cannot have escaped the acute 
observation of ‘lure Times how many 
railroad and steamship iines have been 
buiit into Sao Diego from the East, 
and puton between this port and the 
Orient, within the past two or three 


years —¢ paper. Among them 
all there has been just 
one real, genuine, actual chance 
for a railroad line from here to 


the Sait Lake country, and that propo- 
sition was made by a Brooklyn banker 


about a year ago—a banker who came 
here with a balf-million-dollarcertilied 
check in bis pocket to put upasa 


guarantee of bis guod faith. It was at 
the time whén those in control of such 
affairs here were waiting for the com- 
ing of one Tiernan, who was supposed 
to be building a railroad from Salt 
Lake to San Diego, and of whom great 
things were expected. And so, when 
the Brooklyn banker, whom the enter- 


prising railroad subsidy people 
here permitted to pay his 
own expenses while look- 


ing at the harbor, including $50 for a 
tug that carried him about the bay— 
when the Brooklyn banker told the 
presidentof the Railroad Extevsiqn. 
Committee of San Diego, that he was 
ready to build a railroad to connéct 
with the Union 
over fhe survey of the Pomona and 
Elsinore, he was coully informed that 
it was notthe road San D.ego people 
wanted; thatthey wanted a railroad 
that would keep farther away from Los 
Augeles. On receiving this rebull the 
Brooklyn banker returned to the East 
with his half million, and undertook 
the building of a railroad in Florida, 

“After his departure, for wany 

months the Railroad Extension Com- 
mittee employed its surplus energies 
in denying that the Brooklyn banker 
had made a proposition and—wauaiting 
for Tiernan. They are still waiting 
for Tiernan. 

“tie 1iMES will have observed that 
within the last few weeks the San 
Diego newspapers, and especiallv the 
Union, have been building another 

railroad into San Diego—that is pro- 
visionally. Tne limes will recall that 
since the International Company, of 
blessed memory, began its kite-flying 
career in San Diego in 1886. the build- 
_ ing of a railroad trom San Diego along 
the Lower California peninsula toward 
Cape St. Lucas, has been a much- 
vaunted project. It is this project 
which the San Diego newspapers, hav- 
ing exhausted all the boomtul hopes 
in other directions, have again revived. 
It is now proposed by the stimulus 
of a subsidy whose peculiarities 
will be expiained later, to build a rail- 
road from San Quintin, in Lower 
California, to San Diego and Fort 
Yuma in the United Sta es. 

Quintin is a poine in Lower 
California, some two hundred and 
fifty miles south of San Diego ang 
over four hundred miles from Yuma, 
as a railroad would have to be bult, 
There is a small and tolerably well 
land-locked inlet at San Quintin, 
which, for the purpose of bvoming 
railroads and real-estate, is repre- 
sented to be a capacious harbor, where 
the alleged English owners of the 
country might float the navy,if not the 
commerce of their motherland. San 
(Juintin is walied in from the desert 
on the east and from the rest of the 
peninsula on the north by rugged 
mouutaius, the highest on the penin- 
sula. Around it he a few thousand 
acre; of tillable land that, with capital 
to develop irrigation, might be made 
produclive euuough tv support a sub- 
Siautial Village. In the boomy days of 
the International Company a townsite 
was laid out around tue San Quiatin 
inlet, and a good many thousands of 
dollars of good Umted States 
mouey were buried there, with- 
out hope of resurrection, by the 
too cuntident speculators who were 
then picking fortunes off the grease- 
wood and Manzanita of the Mexican 
peninsula, It is this patch of land 
about San Quintin that it is alleged 
certain Eugiish capitalists are now 
about to develop by building a railroad 

.to Yuma. Sucha ratiroad would be 
over four huvdred milesin Jength. It 
would cost probably $12,000,000 or $15,- 
Without equipmeut, and would 
traverse Degriy thiee hundred miles of 
desert. 

‘The way this matter is now pre- 
sented to the people of San Diego by 
their local newspapers is in the shape 

-of an Opportunity. They, the news- 
papers, say that the railroad trom Sar 
Quint nto Yuma is certainl@going to 
be built, and built soon; that it is pro- 
jected to be built by way of Trinidad 
Pass,- which is abeut--oune bundred 
miles a littie norih’ of eust of San 
Quintin, and thence to Yuma direc, 
but that it will be built to San Diego 
and thence to Yuma provided——., 

“At this point aiittie elaboration is 
demanded in the interests of the in- 
telligent reader.

Tney do not believe there is anything 
genuine in the proposed _ railroad 
scheme. They have no faith in Lower 
California as a part of Mexico, 
They koow that the International 
Company’s title to the peninsula was 
simply a ‘“‘concession,”’ an arrange- 
ment involving 80 many conditions 
that a capricious government like that 
of Mexico can at any time find a pre- 
text for terminating the concession in 
whule or in part. In the past three 
months the right of free wool, which 
was granted to the Ensenada woolen 
milis for anoumber of years—not less 
than ten—aud which has not been en- 
joved {or more than three years, was 
taken away, and the value of the in- 
vestment thus destroyed at the time 
when the mill bad just got fairly in 


operation after large expenditures 
for new machinery. The people 
ot San Diego know that the 
Mexican Land and Colonization 


Yompany, which is the successor of the 
International, also simply holds, under 
the uncertain and incomplete title 
of its predecessor, and that the Eng- 
lishinen, who, it is claimed, are about 
to do so many great things at San 
Quintin, are,in some form, grantees 
ol the concessionaries, and are, there- 
fore, subject to the same uncertainties. 
They know also that the title to the 
San Quintin country is disputed by a 
company of which Gen. Ben. Butler is 
a member; acompany which hoids the 
receipts of the Mexicon government 
for $150,000 in gold, which was paid on 
a contract of purchase made in 
Aud knowing ail these things, they are 
not looking toward San Quintin tor the 
railroad that sabll unite Sau Diegoand 
Yuma. 
‘But the schemers who are trying to 
fasten this fraud of a water lease upon 
the taxpayers of San Diego tor a pe- 
riod of twenty years are fruitful of re- 
sources, unscrupulous in their meth- 
ods and determinedin their purpose. 
They make a showing of apparent 
uuanimity in favor of their job because 
they own or contro! ail the daily news- 
papers of the town, and dictate impe- 
riously both what these newspapers 
shall say and what they shall suppress. 
As a cons+ quence only one side—tueir 
side—of th.s matter bas been presented 
to the public, and that hasbeen pre- 
sented in taise colors. Speeches made 
at public meetings where the matter 
of the water lease was discussed 
were published if they favored it and 
suppressed if they opposed it. For 
examnie, the vice-president and man- 
ager of one of the leading national! 
banks of the city, Who bas been on the 
committee having charge of the mat- 
ler and bas seen all of the corre-, 
spondence with the Englishmen, re- 
centiy made a very siropg speech 
against the job, but no mention was 
made of bis speech in the newspaper 
reports of the meeting.

A Pasadenian Writes a Few Pare= 
graphs About Strikes. 

“I have beeu a subscriber to THE 
Times for seyeral years and couldn’t 
get along without it. A particular 
feature of the paper which impresses 
me is its independence. This was well 
illustrated by the printers’ strike last 
summer, when the management bad 
the manliness and self-respect to assert 
themselves and continue to run their 
own business. 

“Tf you will kindly allow me space I 
would call attention to the failure of 
the late strike in the Pennsylvania coal 
regions. So many of the coke opera- 
tors have resumed business that the 
strikers themselves are forced to admit 
the strike afailure. New breaks in 
the ranks of the strikers occur daily. 
The leaders, however, counsel the men 
to hold out, but the present outlook 1s 
that the leaders in asbort time will 
constitute the only strikers. On this 
matter the Philadelphia Times says 
editorially: 

**The failure of this extensive strike | 
should teach the coke workers that 
they had better lead themselves in the 
future and not foliow biindly a lot of 
professional leaders who think they 
must foment strikes and inspire riots 
to earn their money. The working- 
men must pay these leaders whether 
they are busy or idle, and they can pay 


sulyes better by working than by re- 
maining idle. Of course they could re- 
fuse to pay such leaders at all, but 
this they are not likely to do.’ 

‘This case is very similar to that of 
the Los Angeles printers, who are out 
of work and were tools in the hands of 
one McGlynn, who is living high at 
their expense.
